The average'reedf r might suppose that 
such a question would be decided in the 
negative when the jury is nude up of 
women. But it is hardly so in this case. 
The articles on tLc vs tole are very ex­ 
cellent, and contfcins much food for ser­ 
ious thought. 
Any one who is reasonably well ac­ 
quainted with the W9J8 of the world and 
who has been a carful observer of social 
matters, will hardly be willing to con­ 
clude that the women are more to blame 
than men for unhappiness in marriage. It 
may 
be 
stated 
as 
a 
rule, 
of 
course with a limited number of excep­ 
tions, that under the moat favorable cir­ 
cumstances the woman gets the worst 
end of the matrimonial yoke. 
She has 
more cares that annoy, more responsi­ 
bilities that Bro delicate and burden­ 
some, more pains to endure, more anxie­ 
ties that lie very close to the heart, 
and has more anxious thought for the 
future. Then society is out of joint on 
one very important matter which touched 
women very seriously, and deeply wrongs 
them. In the case of domestic infidelity! 
where one is just as much to blame as 
the other, how many women suffer cm 
cifixion of their characters and are ban­ 
ished from the homes, while men, for 
the same crime are permitted to go 
along about their business as if there was 
no stain about them.

Wo­ 
men do not get their share of the money 
earned, nor the loving sympathy they 
deserve,

sure, there 
is 
another side to th® 
question, or rather thor© ere points taken 
against the women in this discussion. 
which in many oases will hold good. 
Some women in high life are extrava­ 
gant as recent [prominent divorce tna's 
will show; and another charge is that 
too many women crc 
marrying for 
the money there is in it. 
Marriage un­ 
der these circumstances becomes noth­ 
ing less than a matter of bargain and 
sale, and if unhappiness follows it there 
is no wonder. Marriage founded on 
anything else than love and honor, l o 
matter what the financial condition cf 
the parties may be, will some day meet 
with disaster. The world is foil of ca-es 
to prove this, and those who read this 
article will readily call to mind some 
home, some life, some promising begin­ 
ning, that bas been blasted by too much 
of the bargain and sale in marriage. 
But returning to the original proposi­ 
tion, facts of history and the light cf ex 
perience prove beyond all question, that 
there ie “no share and there alike” in tho 
responsibility of men And women rn re­ 
gard to unhappy marriages. • Thin may 
not meet with the good opinion of men 
but it matches the experience of man­ 
kind.

A D erailed Train Catches Fire and 


i Score o f Persons For (sh In 
the W reck. 


U nearthing th e H eadless and Unrecog* 
nizabte B od ies—Scenes o f Horror 
and Suffering— Other Mishaps. 


The compliments of the season, ten­ 
dered by the New York W orld, demo­

H am ilton, Ont., April 29.—The east­ 
bound limited express on the Grand Trunk 
railway, which left Chicago at 7 o’clock 
Saturday evening was wrecked about a 
mile west of this city shortly beforo 7 
o’clock 
Sunday 
morning. 
Twenty 
passengers were either instantly killed or 
burned to death, while as many more re­ 
ceived injuries more or loss serious. 
The accident occurred at the junction 
cut. 
The train, which consisted of two 
baggage cars, one smoker, three passenger 
coaches, and four Pullman sleepers, was 
just approaching a trestle over a gully 
over IOO feet deep, when rounding a sharp 
curve the locomotive left the track, fol­ 
lowed by the remainder of the cars, ex­ 
cept the two sleepers at the rear of the 
train. 
Tho front baggage car jumped 
cleam over the locomotive, and remained on 
theMhu-k about thirty feet from the wreck. 
The smoker and the passenger coach 
following 
It were 
jumbled 
together 
in 
a 
shapeless 
mass, 
while 
the 
other cars wero scattered along tho track 
and were completely demolished. 
Imme­ 
diately after the accident tho fire from the 
locomotive spread to the smoker and be­ 
fore long tho wreck was in a blaze. 
Most 
of the 150 passengers on the train had 
either crawled from the wreck or had been 
pulled out before the fire reached the cars. 
The only two bodies recognizable had also 
been recovered, together with fourteen in­ 
jured. 
It was not known how many vic­ 
tims were left in the wreck till tho fire had 
been extinguished, when the work 
of 
clearing away laid bare tho charred and 
unrecognizable remains of eighteen human 
beings.

Head Severed from the Body* 
There were 113 passengers on tho train, 
most of them on their way to New York to 
attend the centennial celebration. 
Many 
of them escaped from the broken cars be­ 
fore they caught fire. . It was not thought 
that the disaster was a serious one at tho 
time. 
Twelve injured passengers were 
taken from the wreck, and after physicians 
had attended to them they were sent to the 
hospital. 
The body of Rudolph J. Ederer 
was found near the foot of the embank­ 
ment. 
Tho head was severed from the 
body and was lying a few feet from it. 
Death was instantaneous. 
It looked |as if 
he had tried to ecsapo by jumping from 
the smoker. 
Tho next body discovered 
was that of L. S. Gurney of New York. 
It was near the second baggago car. 
His 
head was crushed and his legs were frac­ 
tured. 
The horror of tho disaster was increased 
when the work of clearing away the wreck 
was woll under way. 
The men were ap­ 
palled when body after body was taken 
out from under the debris. 
They were 
burnt to a erisp, and not one of the 
eighteen recovered could be recognized. 
Tho charred remains of three ladies were 
among the number. 
Only one of the bodies 
had a head and its features were burnt so 
frightfully that even it could not be 
identified. 
It was impossible to ascertain 
the names of the unfortunates who were 
imprisoned iii the cars and were roasted 
alive.*. 
Tho sight was a horrible one, as the 
workmen gathered what there was left of 
the bodies from the ruins and packed them 
away in shells. 
It is feared that big Bill Phillips of 
Chicago, first baseman of the Hamilton 
team, was among the killed. 
The majority of the passengers who 
were killed were in the smoking car ’and 
the coach following it. 
They were tele­ 
scoped and were the first to catch fire. 
The rescuers wero under impression that 
all of the passengers were removed from 
the cars and they were terrified when the 
bodies were discovered. 
There was a 
dead body shipped from the West in the 
second baggage car. 
It was also burned. 
Up to this time of writing twenty dead 
bodies hpve been taken from the wreck. 
It is doubtful if the names of the eighteen 
of those who were burned beyond recogni­ 
tion will be known for several days. 
It is 
certain that all were through passengers, 
as only a few tickets were collected for 
Canadian points. 
Jum ped Over the Engine. 
Mr. R. G. Cox of this city, who was a 
passenger 
on the ill-fated train from 
Chicago, says that tho accident occurred at 
the junction about one mile and a half 
from Hamilton, where the engine jumped 
the track. 
The engine after leaving the 
rails, turned over and bocame a total 
wreck. 
The first baggage car immediately 
behind it executed a remarkable acrobatic 
feat by vaulting clear over the engine and 
landing on the track in front of it. 
The 
second baggage car attempted the same 
feat, but broke into pieces on top of the 
engine. 
The smoker and two passenger 
cars crashed into the wreck, and fire im­ 
mediately broke out. 
The fire department 
of Hamilton was called out to the scene. 
The engineer and fireman crawled out 
from beneath the ruins of the engine, cut 
and damaged about the face and head, but 
not seriously injured. 
The baggageman, 
express messenger, and brakeman, who 
were in the second car, were shot through 
the roof and broken sides, tho baggage­ 
man with a dislocated arm, the others un- 


ble to' extinguish or mitigate Co conflagra­ 
tion. 
Two of the sleeping cars in tho rear 
were uncoupled and drawn out of reach of 
the fire. 
Gallant efforts wero made by all present 
to rescue the victims and 
alleviate their 
pains. 
Several ladies were conspicuous by 
their skilful and energetic labors in bind­ 
ing up gashes and wounds. 
James Welsh, 
the baggageman, who resides at Niagara 
Falls, Ont., was tho hero of tho occasion, 
working like a Trojan in spite of the pain 
he endured from his dislocated shoulder. 
As far as can bo learned no blame is to 
bo attached to any one for the accident. 
Mrs. Paradise of Denver, Col., danghter 
of ex-Mayor Cuff of St. Catharines, and 
two children, were on the train, but es­ 
caped without injury. 
Mr. T. Carroll of 
this city, was also on the train and for­ 
tunately escaped. 


FIR E AT LOWELL. 


A Carpet Company Suffers a Loss of 
9 3 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
-who 
L o w e l l , Mass., April 29.—Tho Lowell 
manufacturing company’s five-story build­ 
ing on Market street was gutted by fire 
early Saturday morning, entailing a loss 
of $200,000. 
The fire broke out in the card room of 
the carpet mill’s spinning department, and 
the first alarm was sounded at 3:15 a. rn. 
Tho first stream was turned on about 3:45 
o’clock. 
The flames soon died down, and 
the corporation, supposing that the flames 
were extinguished, shut off the sprinklers. 
In a fow moments tho fire broke out again 
with redoubled fury and spread rapidly 
through the center of the building. 
The 
roof fell Jin soon after 4 o’clock. 
At 5:30 
o’clock tho flames were under control. The 
company had nearly $40,000 worth of new 
machinery in tho house, besides a consider­ 
able quantity of yarn and wool stock. 
About 700 employes are thrown out of 
work. 


A LINEM AN IN JU R E D . 


Fall 
Seriously H urt by th e Prem ature 
of a T elegraph Pole. 
N e w Y o r k , April 2 9 .— While a force of 
pole choppers under Foreman Hess of 
tho department of public works, 
was 
lowering a twenty-five foot polo, it sud­ 
denly fell without warning, carrying with 
it Lineman Patrick Mullane, who was cut­ 
ting the wires at the top of tho pole. 
He 
sustained a compound fracture of tho left 
leg and ankle joint. 
The polo had l>eeu 
set in cate of the ordinary iron socket- 
bolted on a cracked ilagstono 2$x4 feet, 
and was mainly sustained by tho wires. 
All tho wires had not been cut when tho 
polo fell. 
The place where tho accident 
occurred is directly in front of Simpson, 
Crawford & Simpson’s store and opposite 
the residence of Mrs. Schofield, on Sixth 
avenue, where Broker Hatch met his doath 
some time ago. 


ACCIDENT AT A SUMMER BESORT. 


Seveuty-Fivo T enon s 
F all Through a 
B rid ge—Four of Them Badly Hurt. 


K a n s a s C it y , M o., April 29.—At Chel­ 
sea Park, a summer resort across the Kan­ 
sas line, Sunday afternoon, a bridge across 
an artificial lake gave way and precipi­ 
tated about seventy-five persons into seven 
feet of water. 
Most of them scrambled 
out or were assisted to the shore more 
frightened than hurt, but fifteen were in­ 
jured, four of 
them seriously. 
Their 
names are: Mrs. J. H. Prendergast, Miss 
Mollie Parish, Samuel Lester, aud Eddie 
Stevens. 


Shipw recked H unters Rescued. 
S a n F r a n c i s c o , Cal., 
April 29.—The 
Alaska Comercial company’s steamer St. 
Paul arrived in port to day fromOunalaska 
and Capt. Lutgens and two seamen of the 
steam-whaler Kate and Annonu, which left 
Portland, Oregon, in June, bound on a 
hunting expedition to Alaska. 
March 19 
the vessel went ashoro in Marshoway bay 
during a gale and broke to pieces. 
Tho 
vessel was valued at $6,000. 
The men 
walked twenty-five miles through deep 
snow to the nearest settlement. 
Two o f 
the seaman started by another route, and 
it is believed that they perished on tho 
way. 


D am age by a Rain-Storm . 
E a s to n , Pa., April 29.—The rain storm 
of the last forty-five hours has caused 
ninety feet of the Lehigh Valley road, the 
east track at the Musconoteong dump, to 
sink eight feet. 
One track is still safe, but 
the other, though attempts have been 
made to fill it in, sinks when anything 
passes over it. 
The Delaware river is now 
fifteen feot high and the water is very 
turbulent, causing the fear of a broak 
among the many rafts moored along the 
shores. 


An A m erican Steam er Burned. 
B e rm u d a , 
April 
29.—The American 
ship Richard P. Buck, from Philadelphia 
for San Francisco, before reported hero in 
distress, was discovered to be on lire April 
19. 
The flames spread with amazing 
rapidity, owing to the inflammable nature 
of a largo portion of tho cargo—kerosene, 
whisky, etc. —and 
the 
ship 
was soon 
burned to the water’s edge. 
She was of 
1,400 tons burdon and had a cargo of 2,140 
tons of general merchandise. 


W heel W orks Burned. 
L a f a y e t t e , Ind., April 29.—The wheel 
works of the Lafayette car works were 
burned Sunday morning at 6:80 o’clock. 
The machinery and contents were either 
destroyed or badly damaged. 
Tile fire 
originated from an overheated furnace in 
the core room. 
Fifty-five men are thrown 
out of employment, but the company will 
rebuild. 
The loss is estimated at $10,000, 
with $4,200 insurance. 


«ST' B Many Acres Burned Over. I 
W h e e l in g , W. Va., April 29.—The 
Greenbrier mountains, 
near Greenbrier 
White Sulphur springs, are a mass of 
fire, and millions of feet of valuable hard 
timber have been consumed, with tens of 
thousands of rails and other property 
The fire is beyond control and must burn 
itself out.

Great crowds multitudinously assembled, 
passed like panoram as along tho streets, 
gaping, gazing, wondering.

end —the Hotel Brunswick end—of Madison,

Next * to

people, however, tho chief point of interest 
seemed to bo the preparations made for 
physical comfort on the days of tho dem­ 
onstration. 
Rich men on Fifth avenuo 
have built up stands with numbered seats, 
which they rent to common people. Other 
rich men have rented for the time windows 
from which can be seen tho grand demon­ 
stration on Tuesday and on Wednesday. 
Tho clubs aro hidden 
behind massive 
structures designed for tho accommodation 
of the members and their friends, and the 
houses of tho Lord, with which the fair 
metroplis abounds, aro likewise banked 
behind 
erections 
of 
pine, substantial 
enough to sustain the combined weight of 
hundreds. 
Tho town seems ono vast flag. 
There is 
nothing more attractive to tho eye than 
tho national colors. 
From end to end of 
the city, not alone along the lino of march, 
but in the quieter residential places, neigh­ 
bor vies with neighbor in tho exhibition of 
feeling concentrated in the waving banner 
and fluttering colors. 
V ariety In D ecoration s. 
There is a groat variety in tho decora­ 
tions. 
Extraordinary pictures of that il­ 
lustrious personage in whoso honor much 
of the celebrating will bo done are placed 
in windows, on pillars, on the front of bal­ 
conies over doorways, always shaded and 
sheltered beneath tho American flag. 
It 
was a busy Sunday. 
Every vessel, from tho tiniest rowboat 
to tho most magnificent trium ph of archi­ 
tectural design, is in apple-pie order; Hags 
aro ready to be raised, h azard s aro put in 
working order, decks aro as clean as tho 
traditional floor of tho historic Dutch 
kit hen, brasses shmo like French plate 
windows, everything 
is shipshape and 
ready for tho parade. 
Sixty thousand sol­ 
diers aro to bo in tho march, and between 
eighty and a hundred thousand men will 
participate in the grand industrial parade. 
Tho police and tho pickpockets aro run­ 
ning a race. 
Inspector Byrnes and his 
men aro scooping tho light-lingered gentry 
as minnows aro caught for bait. 
There 
will be no men more busy during this 
great fete week than the police. 
Every 
man upon tho force will bo compelled to 
do what is virtually doublo duty. 
On the Mayor of this great city sits an 
enormous responsibility, and ho wears it 
gracefully, doing all things well. 
W ith­ 
out obtruding himself In any senso ho has 
upheld the dignity of his position, remem­ 
bering that if tho metropolis is tho host, 
he, as its chief m agistrate and chosen 
representative, must be the ono to extend 
the right hand of hospitality and of friend­ 
ship to the President of tho United States 
and tho distinguished mon who will ac­ 
company him on this grand occasion. 
Ho 
will meet the President, ho will preside a t 
tho banquet. 
It is gratifying to know that President 
Harrison and his party are in perfect 
physical condition. 
After o 'joying tho 
hospitality of Gov. Green < fN w Jersey 
they will form a central figui eF i a demon­ 
stration upon the waters here and here­ 
abouts such as has never been seen bofore. 
No ono expects much method; no one ex­ 
pects anything but a gorgeous output upon 
tho waters of this magnificent harbor, 
made significant and far-resounding by the 
widening eehoos from cannon; made beau­ 
tiful by tho floating of ensigns of all tho 
nations of tho earth; made memorable by 
an innumerable aggregation of steamers, 
ships, steam! oats, all floating at ease until 
tho moment of departure. 
Thou, with 
gracious escort accompanying, attending, 
saluting tho Chief Magistrate of tho nation, 
they will move with m ajestic port toward 
tho historic spot where W ashington landed, 
where will be repeated, as near as may be 
without grotesque duplication, the memo­ 
rable exercises of IOO years ago. 
It is fair to suppose that the exercises at 
tho sub-treasury will be as instructive as 
th ey -will bo interesting. 
It was rather a 
difficult task—that which was sot before 
Chauncey M. Depew—to deliver an oration 
which should fitly set forth the significances 
of tho day aud bo delivered in twenty 
minutes. 
No man can do it. 
He has not 
done it. 
He has prepared, however, an 
oration which in cold type makes about 
nine thousand words. 
This would require 
about an hour and a quarter for rhetorical 
delivery; but Mr. Depew, while furnishing 
tho oration in full to the press, will confine 
himself to a twenty minute digest. 
Mr. D ep ew ’s A ddress. 
It begins with a tribute to the* alertness 
shown by tho colonists in discovering and 
resisting any peril to their liberties*; shows 
how tho Continental Congress partially 
grasped and completely expressed 
the 
central idea of the American republic, and 
recites tho doubts and debates of the year 
preceding the sublime declaration of inde­ 
pendence made in the name and by the 
authority 
of 
tho good people of the 
colonies. 
After paying a tribute to H an­ 
cock, Carroll, Harrison, and others, he 
discusses the central idea of tho declaration 
of independence—viz, the sovereignty of the 
people—and defines the position of Thomas 
Jefferson among tho statesmen of tho 
period. 
Ho thou discusses tho necessity 
for a permanent union an I tho sovereign 
powers which it was obvious must be 
placed in the hands of a central Congress. 
This section of the theme Mr. Depew deals 
with clearly, admirably, eloquently, draw ­ 
ing a marked contrast between those Con­ 
gresses built upon popular sovereignty, 
institutions broad enough to embrace a 
continent and elastic enough to fit all con­ 
ditions of race and traditions, with other 
great councils. 
Naturally, in discussing 
tho statesmen, the orator 
approaches 
Washington and tho great men about him; 
pays further tribute to the statesmen of 
the period; shows that the success of the 
time was duo to the confidence in Wash 
ington and the genius 
of 
Alexander 
Hamilton, concerning the latter of whom 
he says: 
“ In no country, in no age, has there ap 
peared a more precocious or amazing in­ 
telligence than Ham ilton.” 
Then comes the story of W ashington’s 
election and of his trip to tho Capital in a 
ipemorablo march of six days, his entry 
into New York, his greeting by the first 


Congress of tho United States, and the 
emotion which overcame him w hen the 
Multitude in the streets, in the windows, 
%nd on the roofs sent up a rapturous shout 
of welcome. 
The remainder of Mr. Depew’s oration is 
ie voted to the recognition of the extraor • 
flinary development Of the years that have 
passed, with some startling contrasts in the 
way of figures, a running review of the 
royal families which reigning then have 
disappeared, and a peroration of expected 
beauty in thought and phrase. • 
The great ball-room is a bower of beauty. 
Order has been brought from ctyios, and 
those who participate on Monday night 
will stop laughing at the opening quadrille 
m d refrain from guying the much be­ 
medaled committeemen in honest recogni 
tion of the rare physical beauties prepared 
under the expert hands of the master of 
affairs. 
The Hoffman house has under 
taken to provide the supper for this vast 
aggregation of people and tho banquet for 
those who are to participate on the follow­ 
ing day. 
The physical details of this phe­ 
nomenon in gastronomy can bo gone into 
at some other time. 
Suffice it that they 
are amazing in proportions and would 
seem to bo so embarrassing In details as to 
render it a physical impossibility for m or­ 
tal man to deal w ith them.

P hiladelphia, Pa., April 29.—The an­ 
nual statistical report of the American 
Iron and Steel association for 1889,

taining tho statistics of the American and 
foreign iron trades for 1888 and imme­ 
diately preceding years, has ju st been 
issued from the Philadelphia office of the 
association. 
Tho report shows that the 
production of all the leading forms of iron 
and steel in the United States in 1888, with 
the single exception of pig iron, was less 
than in 1887.

The report says: 
“ Owing to reduced 
importation of pig iron in 1888, the con 
sumption of that article in that year was 
over 100,000 tons less than in 1887. 
Our 
importation of steel rails was also loss in 
1888 than in 1887. 
‘‘Tho shrinkage in our consumption of 
Bessemer steel rails in 1888, as compared 
with 1887, was 799,198 gross tons. 
No 
shrinkage in any branch of our iron and 
steel industries at all comparable with that 
above shown in our production and con­ 
sumption of Bessemer steel rails has oc 
curred since the collection of tho statistics 
of theso industries was undertaken. 
The 
leading causo of this shrinkage was tho 
great deelino in tho building of now rail­ 
roads in 1888. 
In 1888 wo built about 
7,100 miles of new railroad, 
whereas in 
1887 we built 13,080 milos. 
‘‘Tho increased production of pig-iron in 
tho Southern States in 1888 over 1887 was 
203,422 net tons, the increase being chiefly 
in Alabama. 
The imports of iron and 
steel in 1888 amounted to 914,754 gross 
tons, against 1,783,256 tons in 1887. 
The 
imports of iron ore in 1888 amounted to

from the asylum saying that her husband 
was dead and that sho could have the body 
by sending for it. 
An undertaker brought

A death cer­ 
tificate was signed by Dr. Kieraan, super­ 
intendent of 
the asylum, alleging the 
cause of death to bo “exhaustion, melan­ 
cholia, 
and phthisis. 
The health office 
issued a perm it and tho arrangem ents for 
the funeral proceeded. 
Coroner Hertz was roused by a telephone 
message from an unknown person Hatur- 
day night and told to investigate Burns’ 
death. 
The coroner went to Airs Burns’ 
residence with a physician and examined 
the body. 
Ho saw enough to w arrant 
suspicions of a violent death, ami ho di­ 
rected tho funeral to be held back ^ itil a 
post-mortem could be held. 
The examination was held yesterday 
morning. 
During un examination lasting 
two hours it was found that Burns’ breast 
bone was broken, one of tho ribs on the 
left side fractured, a contusion of tho lower 
abdomen sufficient to have caused death, 
black discolorations and bruises all over the 
body, arms, and legs, a cut on the head an 
inch and a half long, and finger m arks on 
the throat os if he had been choked. 
The 
wound on the lower abdoman had been 
covered with a light-colored sticking plas­ 
ter, as though an endeavor had been made 
to conceal it. 
Thejcoronor, after the post 
mortem, impaneled a jury, who viewed 
the body, and tho Inquest was then ad­ 
journed till Thursday morning. 
It is asserted that Attendants T. J. 
Croghan, Charles Richardson, and Charles 
Ticha may be able to tell something about 
the manner in which Burns camo to his 
death. 
The coroner said tho caso was 
very serious ono and that he feared the 
guilty parties would escape if any disolo- 
suros were made. 
He indicated his inten­ 
tion to see that the suspected persons are 
detained until a complete inquiry shall be 
maJe. 
Dr, Kiernan said that when Burns was 
brought to tho asylum he was violent and 
remained so to the time of his death. 
Tho 
attendants tried ono day to dress an old 
chronic sore on his leg that had. been ne­ 
glected. 
Burns broke away from them, 
and in the tussle which ensued he was 
thrown down. 
His head struck on the cor­ 
ner of a Lench and was cut. 
“ I told his 
friends,” said tho doctor, “ just how it 
occurred, and they seemed satisfied. £1 The 
other bruises were 
probably received at 
the same tim e.” 
The 
doctor had net 
known of tho brehon rib and breast-bono 
until told by the reporter. 
Ho said it was 
not unusual for insane patients to have 
bones broken in struggles with attendants 
in the exerci-e of their duty and nothing 
be known of them until after death.

Y., April 20.—At the 
Tabernacle Sunday the Rev. T. DeW itt 
Talmage, D. I)., 
preached n sermon a p ­ 
propriate to the coming centennial. 
Th# 
vast congregation sang tha hymn begin­ 
ning— 
“Before Jehovah’s awful throne, 
Ye nations, bow with sacred jay ’’ 
Dr. 
Talmago's 
text was 
II. 
ICiuga, 
vl., IT: “ And the Lord opened the eyes of 
the young man; and he saw: and, behold, 
tho mountain was full of 
horses and 
chariots of tiro round about Elisha.” 
He 
6aid: 
As it cost England many regiments and 
|2,000,000 a year to keep safely a troubl?- 
»ome captive at St. Helena, so tho King 
of Syria solids out a wholo arm y to cap­ 
ture one minister of religion—perhaps 
50,000 mon to take Elisha. 
During tho 
night the arm y of Assyrians came around 
the village of Dothan, where the prophet 
was staying. 
At early daybreak the m an­ 
servant of Elisha rushed in and said: 
“ W hat shall we do? 
There is a whole 
army come to destroy you. 
We must die! 
We must die’.” 
But Elisha was not seared 
a bit, for he looked up and saw the moun­ 
tains all around 
full of 
supernatural 
forces, nnd ho knew that if there were 50,- 
01*0 Assyrians against him there were 100,- 
000 angels for him; and in answer to tho 
prophet’s 
prayer 
in 
behalf of 
his 
affrighted man-servant the young man 
saw it too. 
Horses of fire harnessed to 
chariots of fire, and drivers of fire with reins 
of fire on bits of Tiro; and warriors of 
firo with brandished sword of fire, and tho 
brilliance of that morning sunrise was 
eclipsed by the galloping splendors of the 
celestial cavalcade. 
“ And tho 
Lord 
opened tho oyes of tho young man; and ho 
saw; and, behold, tho mountain was full of 
horses and chariots of fire round about 
Elisha.” 
I have often spoken to you of 
the Assyrian perils which threaten our 
American institutions, but now as we are 
assembling to keep centennial celebration 
of the inauguration of W ashington I speak 
of the upper forces of tho text that aro to 
fight on our side. 
If all the low levels are 
filled with armed threat-:, I have to tell 
you that the mountains of our hope and 
courage and faith are full of the horses and 
chariots of divine rescue. 
You will notice that tho divine equipage 
is always represented as a chariot of fire. 
Ezekiel and Isaiah and John, when they 
come to describe tho divine equipage, al­ 
ways represented it as a wheeled, a har­ 
nessed, an upholstered conflagration. 
It is 
not a chariot like Kings and conquerors of 
earth mount, but an organized and com­ 
pressed fire. 
That means purity and ju s­ 
tice, chastisement, 
deliverance 
through 
burning escapes. 
Chariot of rescue? Yes, 
but chariot of fire. 
All our national dis- 
onthrallments have been through scorching 
agonies and red disasters. 
Through tribu­ 
lations the individual rises. 
Through trib­ 
ulations nations riso. 
Chariots of rescue, 
but chariots of fire. 
But how do I know that this divine 
equipage is on tho side of our institutions? 
I know it by tho history of tho last I OS 
years. 
Tho American revolution started 
from tho pen of John Hancock in Inde­ 
pendence hall in 1776. 
The colonies with­ 
out ships, without ammunition, without 
guns, without trained warriors, without 
money, without prestige. 
On tho other 
side, the mightiest nation of tho earth, tho 
largest armies, and tho grandest navies 
and the most distinguished commanders 
and resources inexhaustible, and nearly all 
nations ready to back them up in tho fight. 
Nothing as against immousity. 
The cause of the American colonies, 
which started at zoro, dropped still lower 
through the quarreling of tho generals, 
and through the jealousies at small suc­ 
cesses, and through the winters, which 
surpassed all predecessors in depth of snow 
and horrors of congealment. 
Elisha, sur­ 
rounded by the whole Assyrian army, did 
not seem to bo worse off than did the thir­ 
teen colonies encompassed and overshad­ 
owed by foreign assault. 
W hat decided 
tho contest in our favor? Tho upper forces, 
the upper armies. 
The Green and White 
mountains of New England, tho highlanis 
along tho Hudson, tho mountains of Vir­ 
ginia, all the Appalachian ranges were 
full of reinforcements which tho young 
man W ashington saw by faith; and his 
men endured tho frozen feet, and tho 
gangrened wounds, and tho exhausting 
hunger, and the long march, because “ tho 
Lord opened tho eyes of tho young man 
and ho saw; and, behold, tho mountains 
wero full of horsos and chariots of firo 
round about Elisha.” 
W ashington him­ 
self was a miracle. 
W hat Joshua was in 
sacred history tho first American President 
was in secular history. 
A thousand other 
men excelled him in different things, but 
ho excelled them all in roundness and com­ 
pleteness of character. 
Tne world never 
saw his; like, and probably never will see 
his like again, because there probably 
never will bo another such exigency. 
He 
was let down a divine interposition. 
Ho 
was from God direct. 
I do not know how any man can read 
the history of those times without adm it­ 
ting th at tho contest was dec ided by upper 
forces. 
Then in 1801, when our civil war opened, 
many at tho North and tho South pro­ 
nounced it national suicide. 
It was not 
courage against cowardice, it was not 
wealth against poverty, it was not large 
States against small States. 
It was hero­ 
ism xgainst heroism; it was tho resources 
of many generations against the resources 
of generations; it was tho prayer of the 
North against tho prayer of the South; it 
was half 
the 
nation in 
armed wrath 
meowing the other half of tho nation in 
armed indignation. 
Wrhat could come but 
extermination? 
At tho opening of the war the com­ 
mander-in-chief 
of 
the United 
States 
forces was a man who had been great in 
battle, but old age had come with many 
infirmities and ho had a right to quietude. 
He could not mount a horse, and ho rode 
on the battlefield iii a carriage, asking tho 
driver not to jo lt it too much. 
During the 
most of the four years of tho contest, on 
tho Southern side was a man of mid-life, 
who had in his veins the blood of many 
generations of warriors, himself one of tho 
heroes of Cherubusco and Cerro Gordo, 
Contreras, and Chapultepee. 
As the years 
passed on and the s roll of carnage un­ 
rolled there came out from both sides a 
heroism, and a strength, and a determina­ 
tion that tho world has never seen m ar­ 
shaled. 
And what but determination 
(valid come when Philip Sheridan and 
Stonewall Jackson met, 
and Nathaniel 
Lyon and Sidney Johnston rode in from 
north and south, and Grant and L-e, th# 
two thunderbolts of battle, clashed? 
Yet 
we are a nation, and yet we a:e at [©ace. 
Earthly courage did not decide the con­ 
flict. 
The upper forces of tho text. 
They 
tell us there was a battle fought above tho 
c-'ouds on Lookout mountain bvt ’here was 
e'lrn g higher than tKif 
Again, tho horses and chariots of God 
caipe to the rescue of this nation in 1H?0, 
at the close of a Presidential election, fa­ 
mous for devilish ferocity. 
A 
darker 
cloud yet settled down upon this nation. 
The result of tho election was in d spute, 
ami revolution, not between tw > ca* three 
sections, but revolution in every town and 
village and city of tho United States, 
seemed imminent. 
The prospo. t was that 
New York would throttle Now York, and 
New Orleans would grip New Orleans, and 
Boston Boston, aud Savannah Savannah, 
and W ashington Washington. 
Some said 
Mr. Tilden was elected; others said Mr. 
Hayes wa9 elected; and how near we came 
to universal massacre some of us guessed 
but God only knew.|I ascribe our escape not 
to the honesty and righteousness of infuri­ 
ated politicians, but I ascribe it to the upper 
forces of the text. 
Chariots of mercy 
rolled in, and though the wheels were not 
heard aud the flash was not seen, yet all 
I through tho mountains iff the north, aud 


the south; and the east, and tho west, 
though tho hoofs did not clatter, tho cav­ 
alry of God galloped by. 
I tell you God 
is the friend of this nation. 
In the awful 
excitement of the massacre of Lincoln, 
when there was a prospect that greater 
slaughter would open upon this nation, 
God hushed the tempest. 
In the awful 
excitement at tho time of Garfield's assas­ 
sination God put His foot on the neck of 
the cyclone. 
To prove that God is on tho side of thi3 
nation, I argue from the last eight or nine 
great national harvests, and from the na­ 
tional health of the last quarter of a cen­ 
tury, epidemics very exceptional, and from 
the great revivals of religion, and from 
the spreading of the church of God, and 
from the continent blossoming with asy­ 
lums and reformatory institutions, and 
from an Edenization which promises that 
this whole land is to be paradise where 
God shall walk in the cool of the day. 
If in other sermons I showed you what 
was the evil that threatened to upset and 
demolish American institutions, I am en- 
rouruged more than I can tell you as I see 
the regiments wheeling down tho sky, and 
my jeremiads turn into doxologies, and 
th at which was tho Good Friday of the 
nation’s crucifixion become 
tho Easter 
morn of its resurrection. 
Of course God 
works through human instrumentalities, 
and this national betterment is to come 
among other things through a scrutinized 
ballot box. 
By tho law of registration it 
is almost impossible now to have illegal 
voting. 
Thoro was a time—you and I re­ 
member it very well—whoa droves of 
vagabonds wandered up and down on 
election day aud from poll to poll, and 
voted here, 
and voted there, nnd voted 
everywhere, and thoro was no challenge, 
or, if there were, it amounted to nothing, 
because nothing could so suddenly bo proved 
upon the vagabonds. Now, in every well-or­ 
ganized neighborhood,each voter is watched 
with sovorost scrutiny. 
I must toll the 
registrar my name, and how old I ain, and 
how long I have resided in the State, nnd 
how loug I have resided in the ward, or 
the township, and if I misrepresent fifty 
witnesses will riso and shut me out from 
tho ballot-box. 
Is not that a great ad­ 
vance? 
And then notice tho law 
that 
prohibits a man voting if ho has bot on 
tho election. 
A step farther needs to l»e 
taken, and that man forbidden a vote who 
has offered or taken a bribe, whether it 
bo in shape of a free drink or cash paid 
down, tho suspicious cases obliged to put 
their hand|on tho Bible nnd swear their 
vote in, if they vote at all. 
So through 
the sacred chest of our nation’s suffrage 
redemption will come. 
God will also save this nation through an 
aroused moral sentiment. 
There has never 
been so much discussion of morals and im- 
morals. 
Men, whether or not they ac­ 
knowledge what is right, have to think 
what is right. 
We have mon who have 
had their hands in the public treasury tho 
most of their life-time, st aling all they 
could lay their hands on, discoursing elo­ 
quently about dishonesty in public servants, 
and men with two or three families of their 
own preaching eloquently about beauties 
of the seventh commandment. 
The ques­ 
tion of sobriety and drunkenness is thrust 
in tho face of this nation as never before, 
and to take a part in our political con­ 
tests. 
Tho question of national sobriety 
is going to be respectfully aud deferentially 
heard at the bar of every Legislature and 
every House of Representatives and every 
United States Senate, and an omnipotent 
voice will ring down the sky and across tho 
land and back again, saying to these rising 
tides of drunkoness which threaten to whelm 
homo and church and nation: 
“ Thus far 
shalt thou come, but no farther, aud here 
shall thy proud waves be staid.” 
I have not in my mind a shadow of dis­ 
heartenm ent as largo as the shadow of a 
housefly’s wing. 
My faith is in the upper 
forces, tho upper armies of the text. 
God 
is not doad. 
The chariots aro not un- 
wheeled. 
lf you would only pray more 
and wash your eyes in tho cool, bright 
water fresh from tho well of Christian re­ 
form, it would be said of you, as of this 
one of the text: “ Tho Lord opened tho 
eyes of the young man, and lie saw; and, 
behold, tho mountain was full of horses 
and chariots of fire round about Elisha.” 
When tho arm y of Autigonus wont into 
battle his soldiers wero very much dis 
couraged, and they rushed up to tho Gen 
oral and said to him: 
“ Don’t you see we 
have a few forces and they have so many 
mere?” 
And tho soldiers were affrighted 
at tho smallness of their number and tho 
greatness of the enemy. 
Antigonus, their 
commander, straightened himself up an I 
said, with indignation and vohemenco 
“ How many do you reckon mo to be: ’ 
And when wo see the vast armies arrayed 
against tho cause of sobriety it may some­ 
times be very discouraging, but I ask you 
in making up your estimate of tho forces 
of righteousness—I ask you how many do 
you reckon the Lord God Almighty to be 
He is our commander. 
Tho Ix>rd of Hosts 
is his name. 
I have the best authority for 
saying that the chariots of 
God 
aro 
20,000, and the mountains are full of 
them. 
You will take without my saying it that 
only faith is in Christianity nnd in the 
upper forces suggested in tho text. 
Polit 
iral parties come and go, and they may be 
right and they may be wrong, but God 
lives and I think Ho has ordained this na 
tion for a career of prosperity that no 
demagogue will be able to halt. 
I expect 
to live to see a political party which will 
have a platform of two planks—the ten 
commandments and the sermon on the 
mount. 
When that party is formed it will 
sweep across this land like a tornado, I was 
going to say, but, when I think it is not to 
bo a devastation, but resuscitation,! change 
the figure and say, such a part^ as that wid 
sweep across this land like spice gales from 
heaven. 
Have you any doubt about tho need of 
tho Christian religion to purify and make 
decent American politics? A t every yearly 
or quadrennial election we havo in this 
co mtry groat manufactories, manufactories 
of lies, nnd they aro run day and night 
and they turn out half a dozen a day all 
equipped 
and 
ready for full sailing. 
Largo lies and rmall lies. 
Lies private 
and lies public aift lies prurient. 
Lies cut 
bias and lies cut diagonal. 
Lang-limbed 
lies and lies with double-back action. 
Lies 
complimentary and lies defamatory. 
Lies 
that some people believe, and lies that all 
the people cheve, and lies that nobody 
belie . os. 
Lies with humps like camels and 
»cales like crocodiles and necks as long as 
storks and foot as swift as antelope’s and 
•tings like adders. 
Lies raw and scalloped 
m d panned and stewed. 
Crawling lies 
and jum ping lies and soaring lies. 
Lies 
with attachm ent screws and rufflers and 
braiders and ready wound bobbers. 
Lies 
by Christian people who never lie except 
during elections, and lies by people who 
always lie, but beat themselves in a Presi­ 
dential campaign. 
I confess I ara 
ashamed to have a 
foreigner visit this country in such times. 
I should thiuk he w'ould stand dazed, his 
hand on his pocket book, and dare not go 
out nights. 
W hat will the hundreds of 
thousands of 
foreigners 
who come here 
to live think of us? 
W hat a disgust they 
must havo for the land of their adoption! 
The only good thing about it is, many of 
them can not understand 
the English 
language. 
But I suppose all the German, 
and Italian, and Swedish, and French 
papers translate it all and peddle out the 
infernal stuff to their subscribers. 
Nothing but Christianity will ever stop 
such a flood of indecency. 
Tho Christian 
religion will speak after awhile. 
The bil­ 
lingsgate and low scandal through which 
we wade every year or every four years 
must be rebuked by that religion which 
speaks from its two great mountains, from 
the one mountain intoning tho command, 
“ Thou shalt not baar false witness against 
thy neighbor,” and from the other mount 
making plea for kindness and love and 
blessing rather than cursing. 
Yes, we are 
going to have a national religion. 
There are two kinds of national religion. 
The one is supported by the State and is a 
m atter of human politics, and it has great 
patronage, and under it men will struggle 
for prominence without reference to quail 
fications, and the archbishop is supported 
by a salary of $'5,000 a year, and there 
ore great cathedrals, with all tho machinery 
of music and canonicals, and room for a 
thousand people, yet an audience of fifty 
people, or twenty people, or ten, or two, 
We want no such religion as that, no 
such national religion—tho vast m ajority 
of the people converted and evangelized, 
and then they will manage the secular os 
well as tho religious. 
Do you say that this is impracticable? 
No. 
The time is coming ju st as certainly 
os there is a God and that this is. His book 


and that He has the strength and the hon­ 
esty to fulfill His promises. 
One of the 
ancient emperors used to pride himself 
upon performing that which his counselors 
said was impossible, and I have to tell you 
to day that m an’s impossibles are God’s 
eases. 
“ H ath he said and shall he not do 
it? 
Hath ho commanded and will he not 
bring it to pass!-” 
The Christian religion 
is coming to take possession of every bal­ 
lot box, of every school house, of every 
home, of every valley, of every mountain, 
of every acre of our national domain. 
This nation, notwithstanding all the evil 
influences that are trying to destroy it, is 
going to live. 
Never since, according to John Milton, 
when “ Satin was hurled headlong flaming 
from the ethereal skies in hideous ruin and 
combustion down,” have the powers of 
darkness been so determined to win this 
continent as they are now. 
W hat a jewel 
it is--a jewel carved in relief, the cameo of 
this planet! 
On one side of us the Atlantic 
ocean, 
which divides from the worn-out 
governments of Europe. 
On the other 
side the Lac I Ac ocean, dividing us from 
the superstitions of Asia. 
On the north of 
us the Arctic sea, which is the gymnasium 
in which the explorers and navigators de­ 
velop their courage. 
A continent 10,560 
miles 
lc'ig, 
17,100,000 square 
miles, 
and all of it but one-seventh capable of 
rich cultivation 
One hundred millions 
of population on this continent of North 
ami 
South 
America—IOO,OOO,OOO, 
and 
room for many hundred millions more. 
All flora and all fauna, all metals and all 
precious woods, and all grains and fruits. 
Tho Appalacbain range the backbone, and 
tho rivers tho ganglia carrying life all 
through and out 
to 
tho extremities. 
Isthmus of Darien, tho narrow waist of a 
giant continent, all to l»e under one Gov­ 
ernment, and all free, and nil Christian, . 
and tho scone of C hrist’s personal reign on 
orth if, accord ng to tho o x id a tio n s of 
many 
goo I 
people, 
He 
ahall 
at 
last 
set 
up 
His 
throne 
in ’ this 
world. 
Who shall have this hemisphere, 
Christ 
or 
S atan1 
Who 
shall 
havo 
tho shore of hor inland seas, the si.ver of 
her Novados, tho gold of lier Colorado#, 
tho telescopes of her observatories, the 
brain of lier universities, the wheat of her 
prairies, tho rice of her savannas, tho two 
groat ocean beaches—-tho one reaching 
from Ballin’s bay to Terre del Fuego, and 
the other from Behring straits to Capo 
H orn—and all tile moral and temporal and 
spiritual and everlasting interests of a 
population vas! beyond all human compu­ 
tation:- 
Who shall have tho hemisphere? 
You and I will decide that, cr help to de­ 
cide it, 
by conscientious vote, by earnest 
praying, by maintenance of Christian in­ 
stitutions, 
by support of great philan­ 
thropies, by putting body, mind, and soul 
on the right side of all moral, religious, 
and national movements. 
Ah! it will not bo long before it will not 
make any difference to you or to mo 
what becomes of this continent, so far as 
earthly comfort is concerned. 
All wo will 
want of it will bo seven feet by three, and 
that will take in the largest and thoro will 
be room and to spare. 
That is all of this 
country we will need 
very soon—tho 
youngest of us. 
But we have an anxiety 
about tho welfare of the generations that 
are coming on, and it will be a grand 
thing if when the archangel’s trum pet 
sounds we And that our sepulcher, like the 
one Joseph of Arimathea provided for 
Christ, is in the midst of a garden. 
One of tho seven wonders of the world 
was the white marble watch tower of 
l ’haros of Egypt. 
Rostra (us, tho architect 
aud sculptor, after building that watch 
tower cut his name on it. Then he covered 
it with plastering and to please tho King 
ho put the monarch’s name on tho outside 
of tho plastering; and the storms beat and 
the seas dashed in their fury, and they 
washed oft the plastering and they washed 
it out and they washed 
it down, but tho 
name of Sostratus was deep cut in tho im­ 
perishable rock. 
Ho across the face of this 
nation there had been a great many names 
written across our 
finances, across our 
religions, names worthy of J remembrance, 
names written on the architecture of our 
churcboj and our schools and our asylums 
and our homes of mercy, but God is the 
architect of this continent and Ho was the 
sculptor of all its grandeurs, and long 
after through the agos and the tempests 
of centuries all other names shall Le ob 
literated, tho divine signature and divino 
name will be brighter and brighter as the 
millenniums go by, and the world shall see 
that tho God who made this continent 
has redeemed it by His grace from all 
its sorrows and from all its crimes. 
Have faith in suet! a thing as that- 
After nil tho chariots havo been unwheeled 
and after all the war chargers have been 
crippled the chariots which Elisha saw on 
the morning of his j>cril will roll on in tri­ 
umph, followed by 
all tho armies of 
heaven on white horses. 
God could do it 
without i s, but Ho will not. 
The weakest 
of us the faintest of us, the smallost-

of 
us, 
sha I 
have 
a 
part 
in

ti i m ph. 
We 
mnv 
not 
havt 
i mr mi" •* 
-The name of S 
r Sis. cut 
in 
imperishable 
rock 
and 
conspicuous 
for centuries, but we shall be remembered 
in a bettor place than that, even in the 
heart of Him who came to redeem us and 
to redeem tho world, and our names will 
be seen close to tho signature of His 
wound, for as to-day He throws out His 
arms toward us He says: “ Behold* I have 
graven thee on tho palms of my hand.’ 
By the mightiest of all agencies, the po 
tency of prayer, 
I beg you seek our 
national welfare. 
Home time ago there wore 4,600,000 let 
tors in the doad-letter postoffice a t Wash 
ington—letters that lost their w ay—but not 
one prayer directed to the heart of God 
miscarried. 
Tho way is all clear for the 
ascent of your supplications, heavenward 
in behalf/ of this nation. 
Before the 
postal 
communication 
was 
so 
easy, 
and long ago, on a rock IOO feet high on 
the coast 
of 
England, there 
was 
barrel fastened to a post, and in great let 
ters on the side of the rock so they could 
be 9ecn far out at sea were the words 
“ Post Office;” and when ships came by a 
boat put out to take and fetch letters. 
And as sacred wero those deposits of 
affection in that barrel that no lock was 
over put upon that barrel, although it con­ 
tained 
messages 
for 
America 
and 
Europe 
a n i 
Asia 
and 
Africa 
and 
all the islands of the sea 
Many a 
storm-tossed sailor, homesick, got message 
of kindness by th at rock and many a 
homestead heard good news from a boy 
long gono. 
Would that all tho heights of 
our national prosperity were in interchange 
of sympathies—prayers going up meeting 
blessings coming down; postal celestial, not 
by a storm-struck rock on a w intry coast| 
but by tho Rock of Ages.
